And yet there 1s a farther difficulty beſides all this : 
viz. The Alphabetical Compoſure of the Diſtichs both in 
Engliþþ and Latin: For the adapting of the Acroftick 
Letrer, doth not ſeldgm bring the Compoſer into no 
fmall ſtrait. 

All theſe Difficulties conſidered, into what a Labyrinth 
doth a Man involve himſelf, chat ſhall undertake to per- 
form this Work upon every Chaprer ( Canonical and Apo- 
cryphal) and Pſalms, throughouc the whole Bible.
